HENRY ASSIGNED TO OMAHA

Former Commander in Porto Hico
Comens to the Department of
Minsourl,

it

WABHINGTON, Oct, 19.—By dlrection of
the presldent General Guy V. Henry, now on
wiiting ordems In New York Clty, has been
assigned to the command of the Depariment
of the Missourl, with headquarters at Omaha,
Neb,

Skeich of New Commnnder,

yeneral Henry wae made a brigadler gen-
eral Inet year and served during the Spanish
war, firgt in southern camps and later in
Porto Rico, where he was accorded the dis-
tingtion of heing chosen As governor gen-
eral of the lsland. Recently he has been
on slck leave,

General Henry comes from good military
stock. He was born at Fort Smith, Indian
Territory, March §, 1830, and (g the son of
Major William Seaton Henry, Third United
States infantry, and grandson of Danfel D.
Tomkins, twlce governor of New York and
viee president of the United States; also
grandson of Smith Thompson, who was sec-
retary of the navy and judge of the supreme
court. He was appointed as a cadet-at-large
at the United States military academy, from
which he graduated In the class of 1561, at
the breaking out of the war of tha rebellion,
and assigned as a lleutenant to the First
United States artillery. He aerved
with great distinction during the civil war
and was brevelted agaln and again for gal-
lant and meritorious service, First he was
brevetted captain October 22, 1862, for gal-
Innt service while in action near Pocotaligo
river, Bouth Carolina. November 9, 1863, he
wns made colonel of the Fortleth Marsachu-
setts volunterrs. He was brevetted major
February 20, 1864, for gallant service In the
battle of Olustes, Fla. September 20, 1564,
he was brevetted lleutenant colonel for gal-
Innt gervice In frant of Petersburg, Va., and
In less than a month afterward was brevetied
brigadier general of volunteers for service
during the Petersburg campalgn. Before he-
Ing mustered out of the €ervice at the end
of the civil war he was brevetted colonel in
the regular army on March 13, 1865, for gal-
Iant and meritorious service during the war,

The news of General Henry's asslgnment
to the Department of the Missourl was re-
ceived with expresslons of much gratification
by the officers connected with the department
In this ecity. General Merrlum, commander
of the Department of the Colorado at Den-
ver, has been temporarily In charge of the
Department of the Missourl, having suc-
ceeded General Bumner April 1, 1880, He
has visited Omaba at intervals, although
the work of the depariment has been almost

entirely under the direction of the staff
officers,
General Henry's Induction into Omaha

mlilitary and social life again will be hailed
with dellght by a vast number of warm
personal Irlends, outslde of army circles.
He is primarily a western man and was lo-
caled in Omaba for several years In the
'80's as Inspector of small arms and practlce,
To him la accredited a great deal of pralse
for the perfectlon of thls system,

Since the close of the civil war General
Henry has been a promlnent figure in mili-
tary circles and most of hie service has been
In the west. June 2B, 1881, he was made a
major of the Ninth cavelry, and subsequent
to January 30, 1892, served in the Seventh,
Fifth and Third cavalry regiments as lleu-
tenant colonel.

Qener:] Henry is familiarly known in
the army and all along the western frontler
as "Fighting Guy."” He is a slender man,
hardly above medium helght, and probably
does not welgh over 140 pounds. Hls com-
plexion lg fair, his small mustache is n
very light brown and his eyes are the light-
est of light blues. They look equally good,
but only one is serviceable, the sight of the
other having been destroyed by a twenty-
four-caliber ball in the battle of Rogebud
ereek on June 17, 1876. At the same time
and by the same bullet was made the deep
soar which marks his left cheek, near the
sightless eye,

In 1890-91, when the Wounded Knee cam-
paign occurred, General Henry and his com-
mand were stationed at Fort Robinson, Gen-
eral Miles sent to him by No-neck, zergeant
of the Indlan scouts, a dispatch advelng him
of the perilous situation at Pine Rldge
agency., Immediately upon receipt of that
digpatch “Fighting Guy” mounted three
companies of the Ninth Unlted Biates cav-
alry (colored) and rode without unsaddling,
in twenty-four hours, the distance of 104
miles to General Miles' rellef,

A# soon as he arrived he held a hurried
consultation with General Miles and his staft,
The dangerous position of the Seventh cav-
alry at Wounded Knee being made known Lo
him, he ordered his men to mount at once
and ride to the succor of thelr comrades,

General Miles ordered him to saddle up,
but he replied that he had no time for that;
he was looking for Indlans, not saddles.
Miles threateped to court-martial him for
digobedience, but he replied indifferently:
“All right—when we get back,'" and galloped
off. His command, riding bareback, hardly
drew rein until they had ridden the [ourteen
miles, which brought them to Wounded Knee
